A Lego enthusiast has 
recreated the Greyfriars 
bus station out of 3,300 
toy building bricks. 

NHS worker Rob, who 
does not want his 
surname to be revealed, 
has spent nearly four 
painstaking months 
planning and building 
the station once dubbed 
the ‘mouth of hell’. 

The 29-year-old 
Daventry man spent 
three of those months 
researching the design of 
the building through 
photographs on the 
internet and in books at 
libraries in the town. 

He then spent two 
weeks constructing it at 
home using £150 worth 
of mainly brown bricks, 
before ending up with an 
impressive recreation of 
the 1974 building. 

It wasn’t the first time 
Rob had a go at recreat¬ 
ing the iconic structure 
out of Lego though. 

He said: “I had tried to

build it several years ago, 
being a fan of brutalism, 
but it hadn’t worked. The 
parts I had at the time 
were limited but with the 
real one facing demoli¬ 
tion in a few weeks I felt 
now was the time to try it 
again.” 

Rob said he built the 
office levels first as they 
were one of the most 


complicated parts. He 
then built the rest from 
the bottom up. 

Being a Lego enthusi¬ 
ast, Greyfriars is just one 
of dozens of buildings he 
has recreated using the 
bricks, including the 
Twin Towers, Preston bus 
station and even The 
Queen Vic pub from 
BBC1 soap EastEnders.

used to alter railway signals, 
and parts of the Monopoly 
game the 15-man gang played 
with real money after the £2.6 
million heist.

18 at JP Humbert auctioneers 
in Towcester.

Cheese is a blue ribbon product 


For the first time in the county’s 
history, it has its very own blue 
cheese. Reporter Lawrence John 
found out more about the 

Northamptonshire surely won’t be 
singing the blues over a new cheese 
product that is making history. 

Hamm Tun Fine Foods which 
created Cobblers Nibble, the current 
‘New Local Product of the Year’ in 
the Carlsberg UK Northamptonshire 
Food and Drink Awards, has now 
made the county’s first blue cheese. 

The cheese making operation is 
run by husband and wife, Gary and 
Rachel Bradshaw who took the big 
leap to start their new venture in 
2013. 

They now produce three varieties 
- Northamptonshire Blue, Cobblers 
Nibble, a hard English cheese, and 
Cobblers Nibble Gold which includes 
beer from Guilsborough. 

Speaking about Northamptonshire 
Blue, Gary said: “I have always want¬ 
ed to make a blue cheese and getting 
this right took me seven months. 

“I experimented a lot. I had a 
number of successes and a number 
of failures. 

“When I got it right using 20 litres 
of milk I had to make the leap to 
using 200 litres. 

“This I am pleased to say worked 





out really well and I have sold all of it 
to our suppliers who will have it on 
sale from today.” 

Gary admitted he is a bit of a 
worrier and even when he thought it 
was good he was still unsure. 

He took samples around to the 
shops which sell Hamm Tun Fine 
Food products and got their opin¬ 
ion. 

He also took some along to the 30 
people involved in the Carlsberg UK 
Northamptonshire Food and Drink 
Awards. 

And it proved a big hit. 

Gary describes Northamptonshire 
Blue as a cross between Roquefort 
and Gorgonzola. It has big blue 
lumps in it rather than blue veins 
like a Stilton. 

He said: “I have learnt sometimes I 
need other people’s views. 

“One day I think it tastes good and 


the next I think not as good. By 
getting this feedback I get a true 
indication of what people think. 

“I might enter Northamptonshire 
Blue into the Carlsberg UK 
Northamptonshire Food and Drink 
Awards but I will have to wait until 
March to see if I meet the criteria. 

“I do have another idea for a new 
cheese but for the rest of the year I 
will concentrate on the three we 
make now. 

“What is good is this is the first 
time the county has its own blue 
cheese. Blue cheese is named after 
the geographical location it comes 
from such as Oxford or Bedford. 

“That is why I named this blue 
cheese Northamptonshire Blue as it 
is made in the county.” 

The milk used in Gary’s cheeses is 
from Gerald Bailey at Newlands 
Farm in Hannington.

The men arrested by detec¬ 
tives investigating the mur¬ 
der of Jon Casey have been 
released on police bail. 

The four, aged 18, 19 and 
two aged 20, were arrested 
in Coventry on suspicion of 
assisting an offender last 
week.

Mr Casey, 35, was found 
seriously injured in Barrack 
Road, Northampton, at about 
5.30pm on Friday, January 16. 

He died in Northampton

later. 

A 19-year-old man was 
arrested on suspicion of 
murder on Thursday, January 
22 and released on bail, pend¬ 
ing further enquiries. He 
remains on bail. 

Detectives are continuing 
to appeal for witnesses and in 
particular would like to speak 
to a woman who was pushing 
a buggy in Hester Street and 
may have spoken with the 
offenders. 

Detective Inspector Mark 
Brayfield, said: “We believe 
Mr Casey had been involved 
in an altercation with two 
men shortly before he was 


found in Barrack Road and I 
would still like to speak to 
anyone who may have been 
in the area at the time to 
contact us. 

“We would particularly like 
to speak to a woman who was 
pushing a buggy in Hester 
Street at about 5.15pm, who 
we believe may have had a 
brief conversation with the 
offenders. She may not real¬ 
ise the significance of this 
encounter, and so I would 
urge her to please contact us.”

A senior councillor says 
people’s lives will be 
shortened if proposals 
to slash £66m from the 
county council’s budget 
go ahead. 

Cllr Sally Beardsworth, 
Liberal Democrat, is out¬ 
raged by the proposals 
saying while people will 
not die as a direct result, 
people’s lives will be 
shortened due to the 
changes in care they will 
receive. 

The county council has 
announced it wants to 
cut £4.4m from Adult 
Social Care Packages 
which would result in 


elderly people being 
moved out of their care 
homes and sent home. 

Despite being at home 
in the community, it is 
proposed the cost of 
adult care products 
would increase by one 
per cent. 

This is on top of the 
government reducing 
funding by £81m over 
the next five years and 
the county council hav¬ 
ing to cut £66m from its 
budget in 2015/16 

Cllr Beardsworth said: 
“I think it is a very des¬ 
perate measure. North¬ 
amptonshire is a place 
where people are getting 
increasingly worried 
about getting old. 

“I think this is going to 
lead to lives being short¬ 


ened. People will not 
receive the care which 
they need and people’s 
quality of life will suffer. 

“The impact has not yet 
hit. But it will when a 
grandmother’s care is 
cut and there is no one to 
make sure she is alright 
in the morning, to make 
sure she has eaten lunch 
or she has been put to 
bed in the evening. 

“What will happen 
then is the charges will 
treble and then it starts 
impacting on people. 

“What we need is a 
review before anything 
gets done especially in 
light of Children’s 
Services.” 

Children’s Services 
went into crisis after 
chronic underfunding.

Ex-Cobblers star 
reveals suicide bid

A tearful Clarke Carlisle has revealed how he 
nearly died after throwing himself in front of 
a speeding lorry in a desperate attempt to 
commit suicide. 

The ex-Northampton Town footballer 
and former Professional Footballers’ 
Association chairman told The Sun 
in an interview: “I wanted to die.” 

In the truthful chat, which was 
the front page story of The Sun last 
Thursday, he spoke for the first 
time of the terrifying moment he 
hit rock bottom after an 18-month 
long battle with depression. 

He revealed how he found a spot on 
the A64 Leeds to York dual carriageway, 
picked out one of the lorries thundering 
towards him before calmly stepping over the 
barrier and jumping towards it. 

Carlisle, 35, recalled: “I had to die. This 
wasn’t escaping or running away. This was 
the perfect answer. It made everyone happy 
and it ticked every box. I took two steps into 


the road and then jumped into the truck, like 
a full shoulder charge. I can remember that 
impact. Bang. Then lights out. I don’t know 
how long had passed. It must have been a few 
minutes.” 

The crash, which prompted North Yorkshire 
police to launch an investigation and appeal 
for witnesses, left Carlisle battling for his 
life in a coma. 

Miraculously, six weeks later he 
was able to walk out of hospital and 
is considered lucky to be alive. 

Clarke said the reason why he is 
speaking out is to encourage 
others stricken by depression to 
seek help. 

He said: “My road to recovery will 
be eternal. Today I am excited and I’m 
confident because I’ve finally been truly 
diagnosed.” 

Carlisle, who finished his footballing career 
at Sixfields in 2013, carried out the suicide bid 
on December 23 which was just days after he 
was charged with an alleged drink driving 
offence. 

He was due in court on January 20 but the 
case has been postponed until March.

Work on new council HQ begins 


Work on a new £52 million HQ for 
Northamptonshire Council Council is 
underway following a sod cutting 
ceremony on Tuesday. 

The project will see county council 
staff moved out of 12 buildings in 
Northampton, including County Hall, 
into one purpose-built headquarters 
in the town centre. 

The first phase of the works on 
the authority’s former staff car park 
in Angel Street will focus on prepar¬ 
ing the site for construction, includ¬ 


ing the demolition of several small 
buildings, with the actual concrete 
shell of the building emerging over 
the summer months this year. It is 
set to be completed by October 2016. 

Cllr Jim Harker, county council 
leader, said: “I’m delighted the 
project is now underway. This 
scheme will save millions of pounds 
of taxpayers’ money and will boost 
Northampton by bringing 2,000 
office workers back into the town 
centre.” 


A crackdown 
on flytippers

Council officers are clamping 
down on flytippers with several 
successful court cases resulting 
in fines for the environmental 
criminals. 

Last week, a Rushden man was 
prosecuted for dumping several 
bags of household waste at the 
Skew Bridge access road in 
Rushden and was ordered to pay 
£400 by Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court. 

In January, Corby Magistrates’ 
Court found a man from Yaxley 
guilty of fly tipping in Nassington 
who received a £830 fine. 

At the end of last year, 
Northampton Magistrates’ Court 
fined two other Rushden men 
£1,500 and £635 respectively, also 
for dumping waste at Skew 
Bridge. 

Steven North, leader of East 
Northamptonshire Council, 
which is behind the prosecutions, 
said: “The three offences at Skew 
Bridge were captured on surveil¬ 
lance cameras that are positioned 
around our district to catch fly¬ 
tippers. 

“This is a joint venture, working 
in partnership with 


Northamptonshire Trading 
Standards. We spend at least 
£20,000 every year just on clear¬ 
ing the big flytips alone, so we’re 
very pleased with these success¬ 
ful prosecutions.” 

Not only does flytipping waste 
blight our streets and country¬ 
side, it’s a criminal offence. 

According to a recent report by 
the Department for Environment 
Food & Rural Affairs (DEFRA), 
local authorities dealt with 
852,000 flytipping incidents in 
2013/14 - that’s an increase of 20 
per cent since 2012/13. 

Nearly two thirds of rubbish 
dumped was household waste. It 
costs thousands of pounds every 
year for a council to remove and 
dispose of the rubbish. 

If you see someone fly tipping in 
East Northants, report it online 
by visiting www.east-northamp- 
tonshire.gov.uk/flytipping or by 
calling 01832 742026. 

You will need to provide the 
time and date of the incident, the 
location, a description of the 
person/s involved such as sex, 
height, age and build, a descrip¬ 
tion of the vehicle used including 
registration number, model and 
colour and what was flytipped, 
including a quantity

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An Open Letter to the Citizens of Northampton 


Dear People of Northampton, 

I wanted to let you know that your UKIP candidate for Northampton North, unlike 
the other political parties, is absolutely against the expansion of Northampton that 
is currently being promoted by the Northamptonshire Enterprise Partnership (NEP).

A furious Chris Wilder blasted his side’s 
errant defending as Northampton’s five 
game winning run came to an end with a 1-0 
defeat at Hartlepool on Tuesday night.

“We don’t take any chances in that situation, 
we have come through a period of conceding 
rubbish goals. One goal would make the dif¬ 
ference - a mistake or a bit of magic and it was 
a mistake.
